Inthe first case, the missiona- 
ry plunges into a chaos to reduce its discordant 
elements to order; in the second, he takes pos- 
session of his little world, and finds all things in 
it already “ very good,” 

I must venerate any man who will cheerfully 
forego the pleasures of a quiet home, a well reg- 
ulated church and an affectionate parish, in the 
bosom of his own native vales, that he may 
“wend his way” among rocks and glens and wild 
streams and Savage beasts, and uncultivated men,

Oh, how was my heart moved in accosting these 
sad ruins of our European Zion! What shall}

| but that even made me fear the contrary; for my 

faithful Master never fails to humble me in those 
| very things in which I seek my own glory. ‘ Be- 
| sides,” I said to myself, other preachers of the 
| Gospel have gone before me, and left no trace: 
| whoam Ithat f should hope for a happier issue?” 
| Absorbed in these reflections, I descended hastily 
| by a path, or rather a steep stair cut in the oe 
| per-eolored granite, along the precipitous banks 
| of the Pelisse, which dashes from fall to fall across 
ithe rocks. ‘This path descends thus for more 
| than three leagues, éven to Bobi, where we be 
| ginto find the chesnut trees, whose frait were 

often the support of the fugitive Vaudois, There 

every thing announces the residence of a refugee 
| people. Part of the soil is cuc aways the sides 
of the steepest mountains are covered with little 
fields, supported by walls, & the mould of which, 
for the most part, has been transplanted thither 
on men’s hacks. ‘The situation is very pictur: 
esque, and very fresh, and the vegetation of a 
beauty that forms a wonderful contrast with the 
sterility of the French Alps. ‘The inhabitants of 
this commune, almost all Vaudois, are poor, and 
appear very simple in their manners and customs, 
but little favored in regard to intellect. This 
rural and quiet spot seems made to serve asa re 
treat for true religion, and I think an evangelist 
would not labor here without success. The pas- 
tor of B- , is amanof simple habits but who 
| appears more occupied in his farm and his Pres 

bytery, than inthe kingdom of Jesus Christ, and 
amuses himself more in delineating the charming 
scenery of his parish, than in conducting his 
flock to the source of the living waters. He is 
very wise in his own eyes, calls himself the friend 
of forbearance, and reckons so much upon that 
of God, that he does not think it necessary to 
trouble himself or others with ‘Theological ques- 
tions. ? ‘ ’ ° ° 

We went afterwards to pay a visit to the pas- 
tor of St. Jean, an old Neologist. B. had heard 
him the Sabbath before preach a sermon, iu 
which there was very little Christianity; and he 
held an argument with him at theclose. He re- 
ceived usin the most hospitable manner, and im- 
mediately asked us which of us would preach for 
him the next day but one? ‘ Both,” replied 
B-- “cannot we have two services?”’— 
“Ves; but right, there is a T'aulas (a sort of 
game) anda ball on the heath before the church, 
| and on that account we make the morning serv- 
| ice as short as possible; and how can we have a 

second? We can, however, propore it, but the 
afternoon service must be very short.” I dis- 
sembled my indiguation, promising myself that I 
would not thus subject the service of God to van- 
ity; for itis but too true, thatin many of the 
Vaudois churches they hasten divine service as 
much as possible, in order to get time for their 
pleasures. The principal diversion ts the above 

mentioned Taulasor firing witha gun ata mark, 
the privilege of which the Vaudois alone, in all 
almost, have obtained, in consequence of theit 
ancient treaties with the kings of Sardinia.—
